Amid complete bedlam and wellnigh 
perfect disorder, every person in Geor- 
gia able to get to Atlanta jumped into 
Grant field Saturday afternoon and 
say the University of Georgia van- 
quish Géorgia Tech by the narrow 
margin of one point in the most spec- 
tacular, the most thrilling and most 
colorful football game ever witnessed 
in Georgia football history.

Sutton’s Statement. 


The statement issued Saturday by 
Mr. Sutton follows: 

“The proposal to institute a stand- 
ard school day such as is used in the 
majority of the cities of America im 
the class of Atlanta was initiated by 
the school administration because we 
conscientiously believed that such a 
lengthening of the school day would 
result in better health for the chil- 
dren of Atianta and would give an op- 
portunity to the teachers of Atlanta 
and to really teach children rather 
than merely hear their lessons. In 
inaugurating this plan there was no 
intention to force upon an unwilling 
public any scheme of education for 
which they were not at present pre- 
pared. 

‘The superintendent has discussed 
this plan in public and private and 
had reached the conclusion from the 
responses received that such a plan 
would meet with the approval of the 
citizenship. ‘There has certainly been 
no intention on his part of forcing any 
pet scheme or idea upon the people. 
After all has been said, the school is 
for the child. Both the school admin- 
istration and the parents are seeking 
as best they may to further the in- 
terests of the child. We still believe 
that the lengthening of the school day 
to the standard set by the cities of 
America would result in many decided 
advantages. However, due to the 
state of mind of the publie at 
present time, we feel that such a plan 
could not receive the support and the 
cooperation that would make it a suc- 
cess, We cannot believe that it is 
wise to enact rules and regulations, 
however good they may be in them- 
selves, that would so antagonize the 
people as to destroy their interests in 
the great aims and objectives of edu- 
cation. 

“The only purpose that the present 
school superintendent has in mind is 
to look to the interests of the child, 
and we belieye that the interests of 
the child at the present time would be 
conserved by deferring the question of 
the extension of the school day to 
some time in the future when the pa- 
rents and the board of education and 
the public in general can see clearly 
and judge accurately what is best. 


Other Reasons Given. 


“There is a further considetation 
prompting us in this decision. At the 
time that this proposition was brought 
to the attention of the board, it was 
believed that bond funds would be 
available for buying the equipment 
for making such changes in the organ-, 
ization and administration of the 
schools necessary under the standard 
school day. Only yesterday we learned 
that the hearing on the appeal attack- 
ing the validity of the bonds of the 
city cannot be heard until next year. 
The money providing for necessary 
changes in our. schools must be real- 
ized from bond funds, and it now 
seems that it is impossible to secure 
any of the funds for these purposes 
until next summer. 

“Therefore the superintendent. of 
schools has decided that at the next 
meeting of the board he will recom- 
mend that all action with regard to 
the extension of the school day be de- 
ferred indefinitely. 

“The year is passing rapidly. The 
ives of our children, their health, 
their promotion in ‘scholarship and 
the development of their character— 
are at stake. These are the three great 
purposes of education as outlined and 
understood by the present school ad- 
ministration. To have our energies 
‘distracted from these great objectives 
is most unfortunate, and if this pro- 
posal has caused a temporary diver- 
sion of thought from these fundamen- 
tals, it is a source of deep regret. We 
do not believe that it is wise to try 
to answer criticisms which have arisen 
in the heat of conflict and discussion. 
Constructiveness—the building of life 
and character in our children is too 
important an item for us to lose our 
time and energy and thought on per- 
sonal differences. We sincerely trust 
that the parents and the entire public 
will think of the big, constructive 
things that have been inaugurated and 
are being carried out, and will give 
their support and assistance in making 
a stronger and better citizenship out 
of the children of today.”

BILL WILL CAUSE 
CONGRESS BATTLE 


Government Now Trying 
To Sell Leviathan and 
Other Steamships It 
Does Not Own. 


BY THOMAS kL. STOKES, 
United News Staff Correspendent. 
Washington, November 13.—In plac- 

ing on the auction block the Leviathan 
and other ships at the United States 
line, the government is trying to sell 
something that it does not own, a 
fact not usuaily understood. 

At the coming session of congress. 
however, there will be much talk of 
these vessels which were seized from 
Germany during the war and since 
have become a part of the vast govern- 
ment fleet. For Germany must be 
paid for these ships, and a controversy 
is brewing as to how much she should 
be paid. 

This is but one of the controversies 
which will arise here Monday when 
the house ways and means committee 
gathers around a table and begins te 
frame a bill for return of German 
property and payment of claims of 
many American citizens and corpora- 
tions. The committee tried in vain 
last year to draw up a satisfactory 
bill and failed. 

Wait Years for Pay. 

Relatives of those who went to their 
death on the Lusitania and hundreds 
of uthers who suffered damages at the 
hands of Germany, have been waiting 
for years for compensation. The 
mixed claims commission, in four 
years, has adjudged most of the claims, 
but they cannot be paid until congress 
orders. ®

“PACIFIST” IDEA 


Declares Such Move in 
Event of War Would 
Abrogate Citizens’ Every 
Constitutional Guaranty 


St. Louis, November 13.—(/)—Rec- 
ommendation of President Coolidge at 
Kansas City Thursday for “all inclu- 
sive” conscription in time of war was 
characterized in a formal statement 
tonight by Senator James A. Reed, 
democrat, Missouri, as “the most 
astounding statement that ever fell 
from the lips of an American presi- 
dent.” 

The senator asserted “such a pro- 
posal would spell national paralysis 
and national defeat.” 

“Mr. Coolidge declared that in fu- 
ture wars there should be a general 
conscription of all people and all prop- 
erty, that the conscription ‘should be 
all inclusive’ ” Senator Reged said. 

‘“‘The phrase he employed was the 
‘conscription of capital’ but capital 
embraces every form of property. 

“Tl heard this phrase, ‘couscription 
of. capital’ first engployed by that class 
of pacifists who irfsisted that the world 
war was deliberately brought on by 
eapitalists who desired to enrich them- 
selves out of the struggle and that 
if capital should be conscripted wick- 
ed capitalists would no longer promote 
Wars. 

“Of course the idea that the recent 
war was the result of a conspiracy 
ot capitalists is an absurdity, which 
reasonable. mien. do not for a moment 
entertain, but I never expected to hear 
the president of the United States pub- 
licly declare an acceptance of this 
monstrous fallacy and yet more mon- 
strous doctrine of general conscrip- 
tien.” 

The one result of such a move, Sena- 
tor Reed sail, would be the abroga- 
tion of the right of life, liberty and 
property, guaranteed by the consti- 
tution. 

“At the mére approach of war every 
dollar would go into hiding; business 
would be paralysized; wheels of in- 
dustry would cease to move; the en- 
tire machinery of trade and commerce 
would stop. 

“No man would dare trade, Sarter, 
buy or-sell; no one would venture to 
make an inyestment. Universal chaos 
would immediately result. According- 
ly at the very time when the govern- 
ment would most need to stimulate 
activities of the people and to promote 
the highest commercial activities, 
everything would suddenly come to a 
standstill, The result would be worse 
than loss of a hundred battles.” 

Under such a law, Reed said, a mil- 
itary autocracy would be erected “on 
the ruins of our civilization, the press 
would be throttled, the right of peace- 
able assemblage denied, women would 
be subject to command by military 
autocrats and the president could ex- 
ercise powers greater than ever dream- 
ed by a Roman dictator or an Oriental 


despot. : 

The astounding thing is that a 
president should so far forget the prin- 
ciples underlying our civilization and 
our form of government. 

“A draft of any kind, particularly 
for foreign wars, is obnoxious to the 
spirit of our civilization. But that is 
a very different thing from the pro- 
posal to conscript the women as well 
as the men, the.old.as well as the 
young, property as well as soldiers.”

Coolidge Is Concerned 
Over Reported Mexican 
Aid to Revolution Plots 
in Central America. 


Washington, November 13.—The at- 
titude of the United States toward 
Mexico in the several pending dis 
putes between the two countries will 
be more firm hereafter, it developed 
as a result of the conferences here of 
Ambassador Sheffield with President 
Coolidge and Secretary Kellogg. 

The United States has not deliv- 
ered an ultimatum to Mexico in its 
latest note sent forward a few days 
ago, as reported abroad, but it. has 
taken « firm stand and the state de- 
partment regardg the situation with 
increasing seriousness. 

Sheffield was called here on. the 


eve of his departure for his post at 
Mexico City and given an opportunity

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An order revoking the suspended 
sentence of 12 months on Jack Lance, 
who was held for some time in Fulton 
tower on a murder warrant charging 
the slaying of Bert Donaldson, but 
which was recently dismissed, was 
Signed Saturday morning by Judge 
E. D. Thomas, of Fulton superior 
court. 

Lance will begin the sentence at 
once, it is expected. 

Lance entered pleas of guilty in 
September, 1925, to four indictments 
charging larceny after trust, possess- 
ing obscene photographs, vagrancy and 
4 statutery offense. 

The larceny after trust indictment 
alleged that he was entrusted with 
four Liberty bonds, the property of 
A. S. Cooper, of Florida. He was fined 
$500 and given a 12 months suspended 


sentence on this charge. 

A 12 months suspended sentence 
to run concurrently with the first sen- 
tence assessed in the larceny after 
trust case, was given him on the 
Statutory charge and the charge of 
vagrancy. He was given a six months 
suspended sentence on charges of pos- 
sessing obscene photographs, to run 
concurrently with other sentences. 

Lance was represented at the hear- 
ing by Eugene Dickey, attorney, while 
the state was represented by Solicitor 
General John A. Boykin. 

Attorney Dickey announced that he 
would file a petition at an early date 
to withdraw the pleas formerly entered 
in the four cases and ask that Lance 
be tried before a jury. 

The state contended that Lance had 
broken rules of probation by alleged 
continuatjon of gambling activities.

PLAN IS OUTLINED

Act as an -dvisory committee with 
the board of directors of the cotton 
ton Growers Cooperative association: 
cooperative, on ways and means of 
handling the cotton to be retired dur- 
ing the present emergency. 

Cooperative’s Terms. 

The cotton cooperat ve agreed 
follows: 

To accept growers as new members 
of the association for the last year 
of its original five-year contract, and 
under which the member is required 
and can deliver cotton only for the 
present season; 

To retire and withhold from the 
market, cotton delivered by its mem- 
bers in keeping with commercial wis- 
dom and in cOoperation with the other 
south-wide cotton ccoperatives in the 
cotton growing states; 

To borrow money with which to 
make advances to members who de- 
liver their cotton, from the bankers’ 

‘syndicate and other sources, at an in- 
terest rate to be agreed upon by its 
board of directors and managers of 
the syndicate; 

To withhold from the market neces- 

sary percentages of its pools at the 
present and throughout the season, 
and for a ‘time not to exceed 24 
months, during the present emergency 
situation, having, howeve:, at all 
times due regard for the ultimate safe- 
ty of the association. : 
’ The statement continued, that while 
the syndicate will advance on an aver- 
age of about eight cents per pound, 
the money so lowned by bankers of 
Georgia, will be paid out to the cot- 
ton cooperative members as they de- 
liver cotton, on a basis of seven and 
nine cents pe: pound, nine cepts be- 
ing paid on all cotton that classes 
strict low middling and better, and 
seven cents on all other cotton deliver- 
ed and accepted by the association, 
jn accordance with the rules of the 
cooperative in making initial ad- 
vances: and it was further stated that 
although the crop estimate during the 
past few weeks has increased by a 
million bales, the association was 
making a payment this week to :.em- 
bers of approximately $200,000. 

This brings an advance on all asso- 
ciation strict low middling cotton and 
better up to nine cents per pound, and 
seven cent on all other cotton.

“For several weeks we have not 
been offering any cotton for sale 
whatsoever, due ~~. ‘he d.sline of the 
price of cotton to « point far below 
the cost of production, and there is 
not. any indication <aat our board of 
directors will change its policy for a 
long time in this respect, so long as 
the price is so far out of the line of 
the cost of production, for to market 
cotton at the present time would mean 
a severe loss to our grower-members 
and would te thoroughly out of line 
with cooperative or orderly market- 
ing, which means that cotton must be 
sold from time to time when there are 
demands and when prevailing prices 
are fair. 

Confident of Results. 

“T am extremely confident that the 
most beneficial results are to come 
from the efforts of Georgia bankers 
working with cotton ‘rowers in not 
only relieving the present emergency 
in the pri@@ of cotton, but for provid- 
ing a permanent relief on marketing 
system for our cotton, such that .e 
will not have a recurrence of the dis- 
astrous low prices that have already 
prevailed and continue to prevail for 
our cotton during t'e present season. 

“Speaking as a farmer and voicing, 
I am quite sure, the views of our 
board of directors and membership, I

Pennsylvania Cited — 


« To Show Popular Mind)

ashington, November 13.—(Spe-

_ ‘The nearest to a sign of what is 
deep in the minds of the people, the 
nearest to a clew to what is ahead of 
us, is to be found in the results of the 
senatorial election in Pennsylvania. 
t state came close to electing a 
democratic senater. Out of a total! 
vote of roughly 1,500,000, the repub- 
lican candidate, Vare, had a majority 
—on the face of the returns—of less 
than 175,000. Vare gets the decision 
—for the moment—wholly by virtue 
(or shall we say by vice) of the per- 
sonal political machine he operates in 
the city of Philadelphia, Outside 
Philadelphia the democratic candidate 
was elected. In Philadelphia Vare's 
machine reported that in some forty 
election divisions Vare had 
very vote--on the returns there was 
no vote for the democratic candidate, 
William B. Wilson, Subsequent ex- 
amination of these Philadelphia re- 
turns by. the courts disclosed that 
the enthusiasm. of Mr. Vare's official 
counters and judges of election had 
outrun the facts. In division after 
‘division where the returns showed no 
vote for Wilson, the returns disclosed 
there were votes for Wilson. Consid- 
' ering the complete control possessed 
by Mr. Vare’s organization over the 
machinery for registering and count- 
ing votes in Philadelpbia; and con- 
sidering also the perfection of Mr. 
Vare’s system for getting out his votes 
and the total lack of any system for 
getting out the democratic votes—con- 
sidering these and all the other cir- 
cumstances, it is not too much to say 
that Pennsylvania in the recent elec- 
tion wanted to send a democrat to 
the United States senate. 

That Pennsylvania is in this state 
of mind has a significance which it 
wo net have in any other state. 
It has the same significance, the same 
title to spectacular attention, that we 
should all recognize if Georgia, for 
example, or Alabama, should elect a 
republican. Pennsylvania has not 
elected a democratic senator since the 
time Alabama elected a_ republican 
one, which is to say, never. 


In this astonishing outcome of the 
Pennsylvania senatorial race the drys 
have tried to find support for their 
cause. If we could fairly describe 
the Pennsylvania outcome as being 
due in any important degree to pro- 
hibition, it would provide a great deal 
of comfort to the drys) The demo- 
cratic candidate, Wilson, was a dry. 
The republican candidate, Vare, was 
a wet, but a very mild wet. Vare’s 
platform was limited strictly to a mild 
and specific modification of the Vol- 
stead act—that the phrase “one-half 
of ohe per cent alcohol’ in the Vol- 
stead act should be raised to “two 
and three-quarters per cent.” If we 
could say that so mild a wet proposal 
came near to causing the defeat of a 
republican candidate for senator in 
Pennsylvania, we should be obliged 
to register it as an important sign 
of strength for the dry cause. This

In Vare’s case the source of the 
money expended, so far a§ it has been 
traced, has furnished no ground for 
this kind of innuendo. The money that 
Vare used may have come from busi- 
ness associates of his, and these asso- 
ciates may have been the beneficiary 
of his political power locally in Vhila- 
delphia, But the testimony in the 
Vare case, so far as it has developed, 
does not reveal any sign of a power- 
ful group of business interests tryiug 
to place a tried friend or agent in the 
United States senate. 

Vare’s case, in short, is sharply dis- 
tinguished from the case of Smith in 
Illinois. Vare, in his own behalf, 
makes reply to the eharges against 
him which fair-minded persons must 
weigh. Vare has made this argument 
in a personal conversation with the 
writer of the present article, For ex- 
ample, he explains the fact that his 
campaign money was distributed in 
cash by an argument that must com- 
mand attention. He says he started to 
send out the money to his campaign 
workers in checks. The first check 
was sent to a man who had promised 
to build up a political organization in 
Pittsburgh for him. Within 48 hours 
after the check had passed through 
the Pittsburgh banks Vare found that 
his Pittsburgh agent had been “pulled 
off” by the opposition. Thereupon 
Vare’s practical mind argued _ that 
the banking interests which were op- 
posed to him would report every check 
of his to the opposition. As a man 
of direct common sense, Vare tlere- 
after confined the distribution of his 
campaign money to the method which 
is melodramatically symbolized in the 
public mind as a “black bag.” 

All this. however, is a detail of 
Vare’s éxplanation and defense, of 
which, doubtless, he and his friends 
will make as much as they can when 
his case comes up in the senate. The 
only thing that was in the minds of 
the Pennsylvania voters was the fact 
that an immense and _= scandalous 
amount of money was used, both by 
Vare and his opponents in the primary 
election through which Vare won his 


r nomination. The Pennsylvania voters, 


like the public generally throughout 
the country. associated the Vare case 
with the Smith case; and they thought 
of both as details of the power of 
money in politics. They lumped all 
the recent revelations of political pow- 
er acquired through money—and of 
money acquired through political pow- 
er. Vare’s ‘case appears to have been 
the mildest of the current scandals in 
the field where money and politics go 
hand in hand: but the obvious infer- 
ence from the Pennsylvania election 
is that the public beneath the surface 
is more deeply stirred by the current 
revelations about money in_ politics 
than most of us have realized. 
Nearly everybody. watching the re- 
cent trial of one former member of 
Harding's cabinet, Harry Daugherty, 
antl the aproaching trial. of another, 
Albert Fall, has felt that the public 
must be cynical or indifferent about 
this sort of thing. (At this point one 


: : a 


‘which in their importance, and espe- 
cially in respect to the size of their 
financial operations, are as elevated as 
the cabinet offices. These two offices 
are the war veterans’ bureau, which 
spends more than half a billion dollars 
a year, and the alien property cus- 
todian, whose financial operations are 
almost as large. 

_ If we look upon these two, together 
with the ten cabinet offices, as the 
highest posts, Next to the presidency, 
in the administrative mechanism of 
the government, then this is the som- 
ber record of the Harding administra- 
tion: One cabinet member, former 
Attorney General Harry Daugherty, 
has just been tried and is about to be 
tried again. A second cabinet member, 
Albert Fall, is about to be tried. The 
alien property custodian, Thomas W., 
Miller, was tried in October and is 
about to be tried again in December. 
The director of the war veterans’ bu- 
reau, Charles R. Forbes, is in the peni- 
tentiary at Leavenworth. 

If the American people had seen all 
this, and had shown no revulsion; if 
they had watched these revelations and 
had continued cynically about their 
business of making money for them- 
selves—in that event the future his- 
torian of America would have been 
obliged to register the phenomenon as 
a definite landmark of national moral 
deterioration. 

But the evidence is that there is 
some moral indignatino, Its first op- 
portunity to show its emotion—its 
only opportunity so far, was at the 
polls, in the cases of two men not as- 
sociated with the crimes in the Hard- 
ing administration, and not charged 
with statutory crimes at all. Vare in 
Pennsylvania, and Smith in Illinois. 


What will history say about the re- 
publican party in this connection? In 
treating this subject it is necessary to 
steer carefully, and necessary also to 
say that the record is not yet complete. 
Among the democratic jubilations over 
the recent gain of seven senate seats 
there are some expressions to the ef- 
feet that these gains can be explained 
partly as publie indignation against 
the record of the republican party. 
To sustain that argument would take 
a good deal of proying—and a good 
deal of ignoring of other causes. 


The public was already aware of 
some of these scandals when, in the 
1924 election, it gave a majority of 
some 7.000,000 to the republican 
party. Daugherty had not yet been 
indicted but he had been forced out 
of the cabinet, and much that was 
odious in his administration had been 
revealed by senate investigations, One 
of the other scandals, the one associ- 
ated with oil, has been thoroughly 
ventilated. As it happened, the in- 
dictment of Secretary Fall came on 
the very day when the demoerats were 
assembled in convention at New York 
to nominate their candidate for the 
} esidency. In that juxtaposition 
lies some of the explanation of the 
fact that the American people in the 
presidential election of 1924 ignored 
completely the scandals of the repub- 
lican administration then coming to 
an end.

Arthur Crew Inman, whose new vol- 
ume of poems “Silhouettes Against the 
Sun,” has just been issued by the 
Duttons, was born and brought up 
in Atlanta, Ga., where his family have 
lived gince the civil war. 

“My ancestors are nine-tenths 
Scotch,” he says. “They came to this 
country in the 17th and 18th cen- 
turies and settled almost to a man 
in Virginia. At the outbreak of the 
civil war both grandfathers lived in 
Tennessee. A, M. Inman, a first lieu- 
tenant in Company K, too young even 
for the southern army, helped Henry 
Watterson, of newspaper: fame, edit 
The Rebel. Watterson was called else- 
where and for a time, B. B. Crew, 
then 17, edited the paper alone. After 
the war both grandfathers settled in 
Atlanta. B. B. Crew with $25 cap- 
ital built up the largest musical house 
in the south, and S., M. Inman, with 
$700 built up what was at one time 
largest cotton business in the 
world. 

“I was born and brought up in At- 
lanta, going every summer to Maiue, 
At 13 I entered school at Haverford, 
Pa., and later went to Haverford col- 
lege. The middle of the junior year 
I collapsed from spinal and eye 
trouble and since have been out of 
the lists, and many of my poems have 
been written in the dark. No com- 
plaint; just facts.” 

Mr. Inman is the author of three 
previous volumes of verse, ‘Bubbles of 
Gold,” “Red Autumn,” and “Ameri- 
can Silhouettes.”

state having large cities, is much like 
the other eastern states, such as New 
York and Massacliusetts, where the 
bulk of the country’s wet sentiment is. 

But the truth is, prohibition had 
fomparatively little to do with the 
Pennsylvania result. If the only ob- 
jection to Vare had been his wish to 
legalize the sale of weak beer limited 
to two and three-quarters per cent 
of alcohol—in that event the outcome 
of the Pennsylvania senatorial elec- 
tion would not have varied much 
from the outcome of all the other 
Pennsylvania senatorial elections for 
70 years past. 


The real reason for the revolution 
in Pennsylvania was Vare’s use of 
money in his primary campaign. And 
in the reaction of Pennsylvania to 
what has come to be called the Penn- 
sylvania amd Illinois primary scan- 
dals, lies the clew to what is just 
below the surface of current political 
thought in America. 


_ The charge against Vare, so far as 
it has been developed as yet, is that 
he used a great deal of money to get 
his nomination; that he and his asso- 
ciates handled the money in a way to 
excite suspicion—they used no checks 
——passed it about in bills; and that he 
employed “watchers” in a manner 
which technically is within the law but 
which, because of the way they were 
used, excited cynical suspicion. 

Those tliree things constitute the 
charges against Vare so far as they 
are known. Between these charges 
against Vare and the charges made 

ainst Smith in I}linois there is a 
clear distinction, and the distinction 
runs in Vare’s favor. In the case of 
Smith, of Iilinois, the source of the 
money is important. In Smith’s case 
the bulk of the money came from the 
heads of public utility corporations 
over which Smith, in his present posi- 


tinction: Ir the public mind all these 
instances of money and politics are 
lumped. But it should be pointed out 


are accused of a crime. What they did 
may result—is almost certain to re- 
sult—in their being deprived of their 
senate seats. But they are not accused 
of any crime, in the sense that Daugh- 
erty and Fall are.) 

Tt would have been a pity if the

Historians would be compelled 
to record that in the great war the 
American people rose to a thrilling 
willingness to make sacrifices for the 
sake of idealism; but that immediate- 
ly after the war they sank to a hith- 
erta unequaled depth of materialism, 
of indifference to even ordinary stand- 
ards of publie morality. 

The words “hitherto unequaled” are 
used deliberately. There is nothing in 
American histroy comparable to what 
is now being revealed. There is noth- 
ing similar to it in recent English 
history. There have been ome cpi- 
sodes like it in French history, but 
none in German history. 
analogy to what is now being unrolled 
before the criminal courts, we should 
be obliged to look in old Russia, and in 
countries still semi-barbarous with re- 
spect to integrity in public office. 

To make the point clear, it is not 
unfair to visualize a rearrangement of 
the high offices in the federal govern- 
ment.

In Two Camps 


Paris, November 13.—There is a 
schism in the fashion world with smart 
Paris divided into two hostile camps. 
In one are the féminists, correspond- 
ing closely to the “‘die-hards” of tasty 
dress, and in the other the garcon- 
nists, the radicals who go in for mas- 
culine haircuts and the freaks of 
fashion. 

Garconnism calls for waxed heads. 
the monocle, the smoking jacket and 
other masculine perquisites which can 
be borrowed for feminine wearing and 
which a large number of well-dressed 
women have been appropriating in 
their dress. 

Feminism supposedly stands for all 
that is good taste in French tradition. 
The Paris dressmaking czars will tell 
you that French women are funda- 
mentally feminists in matters of dress, 
while the garconnists are cosmopoli- 
tan and form the spending throng 
which invades Paris to buy clothes 
every year and speeds up and adds 
to the feverish folly of life in Parisian 
cabarets and restaurants. 

Open Warfare. 

Briefly, open warfare has heen de- 
clare between French fashion dice 
tators and their American and Eng- 
lish cousins, It is a battle with the 
reputation of French dominance in 
dress at stake. Slowly France has 
felt herself being shunted out of the 
role of style creator to the world while 
French women chopped off their hair, 


hitched up their skirts and took for | 


themselves the gay dressing customs of 
the Anglo-Saxons. 

Garconnism, the style czars say, is 
an illegitimate composition of many 
national tastes in dress, It is at home 
in Montmartre, while feminism prides 
itself in existing only in the salons 
of the Faubourg Saint Germain and 
on the terraces of the chateaux, places 
the tourist never sees. Here the 
reckless garconnist mode has never 
entered, There hair often grows long 
and cigarettes are still forbidden fruit 
to many. 


Feminine Charm. 


Jean Patou, Cyber, Paquin and 
others of the leadérs are showing con- 
servative collections this autumn, the 
wardrobe of the typical Frenchwoman 
of fashion and “race.” Their. erea- 
tions have an elusive, delicate femin- 
ism in their charm which is missing 
from the boyish modes that prevailed 
for several seasons, 

But in the garconnist camp there 
are some of the principal figures of 
the French dressmaking world and 
they have produced some tempting, 
even if somewhat exotic, gowns. These 
salons are just as filled as the femi- 
nist salons, and American buyers ‘ave 
shown .a preference for them. 

There is, however, one easy solu- 
tion and it has been adopted by many 
of the best dressed French women. 
They choose from the garconnist camp 
for their wardrobe for day wear, 
sports costumes, tailored street suits, 
clothes for the business woman and 
afternoon party dresses, while going 
over to the conservative camp for din- 
ner dresses and opera gowns and 
capes.

France Also Strained. 
French Troops Are in 
Readiness on Border.

London, November 13.—Hearing 
that Premier Benito Mussolini will 
make an effort to divert attention 
from fascism’s perilous domestic status 
by launching a drive for colonial ex- 
pansion, Mustapha Kemal Tasha, 
president of Turkey, today mobilized 


four army corps. 

The sudden movement of troops is 
reported toward Adalia, Anatolia, 
which the Turks believe to be in im- 
minent danger of sudden attack any 
time the duce deems it suitable. Spe- 
cial precautions also have been taken 
in European Turkey and the whole 
Mediterranean is bristling with dan- 
ger. 

Despite special efforts of Premier 
Mussolini to promote trade between 
Turkey and Italy, recent fascist 
demonstrations have put the whole of 
Turkey in the gravest fears of immedi- 
ate descent of the Italian invaders on 
their coasts in order to find outlets 
for Italian colonists. 

Furthermore it is learned here that 
Italio-French relations still are acute- 
ly strained. It was confirmed today 
that the situation between France and 
Italy has reached such tension that 


two French army co silently have 
moved.to situations along the Italian 
border in answer to the sinister prepa- 
rations of the black shirts on thé other 
side. This was not ostentatiously 
carried out but the French govern- 
ment took care that responsible Ital- 
ian military authorities should be 
aware of the danger Italy would incur 
should rabid anti-French agitation 
continue, 7 

It is known here that the Italian 
general staff supplied Premier Musso- 
lini with détailed infofmation as to 
the might of the French increases of 
armed conflict and this information 
was weighed in the balance, impelling 
the Italian dictator to take a milder 
attitude in seeking to placate the 
French toward a new scheme _ to 
launch the long contemplated Turkish 
venture, 

It is no secret now that the French 
heavy artillery on railway trucks, 
usually atationed at central garrisons, 
has been moved to Modane, from which 
point heavy guns, at a high elevation, 
could destroy railway approaches from 
the Italian side with impunity. 

An interview between Foreign Min- 
ister Aristide Briand, of France, and 
the Italian ambassador, though polite 
outwardly, was regarded as a pointed 
ultimatum demanding cessation of ac- 
tivities of agents, provocateurs and 
Italian secret police in French terri- 
tory. The Turkish troop movements 
reveal that Premier Mussolini is des- 
perate about Italy’s foreign expansion 
and it is feared here that other ele- 
ments in the fascist directory, who 
lack the duce’s sense of caution, will 


impel him to a foreign campaign lead- 
ing to collision with other powers.

At the outbreak of the war 
Mr. Hannevig declared he ye 
60,000 tons of shipping and several 
yards in America. e claimed that 
the American government took over all 
his shipping and yards without com- 
pensation, although the ship owner re- 

tedly endeavored to obtain satis- 
action.

ForT his Winter

tion's coal bin is adequately filled 


for the winter. 

The middle westerner who has be- 
gun stoking his furnace against the 
first freezing temperatures and snow 
finds pzices slightly higher, but in the 
east the fuel supply is abundant and 
prices are reasonable. 

Due to the British coal stoppage, 
foreign exports have been heavy but 
domestic operators have been able to 
meet the increased demand without se- 
riously affecting the American con- 
sumer. | 

Reports from New York say there 
is enough coal there to last six months 
at $14.75 a ton. This price has not 
deviated since spring. 

In Chicago and other middle west- 
‘ern cities, wholesalers and _ retailers 


jsay there is only enough: coal to last 


two months, and that another cold 
wave would completely absorb the 
available supply. 

The price here for anthracite varies 
from $16.50 to $17 a ton delivered. 

In St. Louis egg coal is selling at 
from $5.50 to $8 a ton, an advance 
of almost $1 in the last six months. 
The prevailing price. in Chicago for 
this grade is $7.50 to $8.50 a ton de- 
livered, also a marked increase, 

Southern Illinois and western Ken- 
tucky coal men have orders for a 
proximately 200,000 tons for export in 
addition to the domestic demand.

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To Meddling 


:: NATURE AVENGES CHANGES, WEATHER MAN SAYS” 
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BY SAM LOVE. 

New York, November 13.—In mak- 
ing the desert blossom as a rose, the 
United States has unleashed a mon- 
ster that is becoming its most dreaded 
enemy, aceording to the conviction 
of an old-time meteorological observer 
wuo has spent years poring over 
weather ia). 

Man has proudly changed the face 
of nature in the arid southwest with 
huge irrigation projects. Man has 
flung towering concrete dams across 
dry-walled gulches, held celebrations 
while glittering blue lakes piled up 
behind them, and driven the plow- 
point through millions of reclaimed 
acres with thanksgiving in his heart 
for the genius that accomplished these 
things. 

But, in the opinion of Elias B. 
Dunn, for many years an attache of 
the United States weather bureau, 
these engineering geniuses were foolish 
meddlers with a power stronger than 
they coultt conceive, He believes that 
nature is now striking back with cloud- 
bursts, storm and cyclone, taking re- 
yenge in thousands of lives and ad- 
ministering a lesson in millions of dol- 
lars worth of twisted, torn wreckage. 

Dunn hus become so alarmed about 

the situation that he has written a 
long letter about it to President Cool- 
idge. 
The increasing number of typhoons 
and hurricanes that puzzle the rest 
of the United States seem to Dunn to 
be merely a logical and predictable 
result of irrigation in the great south- 
west, 

The old meteorologist’s appeal to 
the president begs him to sign an ar- 
mistice with outraged nature and to 
withdraw executive support from pend- 
ing irrigation projects, 

The breeding area for the tornadoes 
that strike the middle west, Dunn 
declares, and even those that pounce 
unexpectedly upon the east, is over 
the hottest, moisture-laden reclaimed 
sections of Arizona and southern Cali- 
fornia. Ro ee 

“Prior to the advent of irrigation, 
in ite relatively large dimensions. no 
storm ever entered this country from 


the southern Pacific, nor formed over 
our southwestern states,” he wrote to 
the eeeent .

“Storms from all the west are 
drawn to, or breed over these for- 
merly non-attractive sections. ‘Those 
places, in the intense heart of which 
millions of gallons of water are con- 
stantly being added, constitute the 
incubators of atmospheric disturb- 
ances that leave hayoc in their east- 
ward paths. 

“The daily weather bureau maps 

show storm after storm forming from 
a base in Arizona, and each succes- 
sive map clearly indicates their prog- 
ress across the country. * 
“Tons of the moisture spread for 
irrigation purposes are absorbed, car- 
ried into the upper atmosphere and be- 
come cloudbursts. Some of these storms 
come in contact with strata of cooler 
air and are condensed not far from 
their place of origin—thus the violent 
deluges and floods such as occurred 
in the Salt river valley of Arizona. 

“Kut many of these storms move 
eastward, carrying excessive moisture. 
come suddenly upon colder air and 
take their toll of lives and property in 
_ form of floods, cyclones and torna- 
Goes, 

The benefits of irrigation to the 
present or future generations cannot 
compensate, the meteorologist insisted, 
“for the thousands of lives that hare 
been lost and the thousands that will 
be lost,” through what he sees as a 
fooligh tampering with the climate of 
the entire country.

Washington, November 13.—The 
authority granted this week by the 
I. C. ©, to the Southern Railway 
company to issue $10,000,000 of new 
stock means much to the south. The 
proceeds are to be used for additions 
and bettermenhts that the increasing 
business of that standard southern 
carrier imperatively demands. The full 
program of additions and betterments 
will require thirty millions of dollars, 
but the company only asks for the ten 
millions that the commission very 
promptly allows. A meeting of stock- 
holders to approve the issue of the 
new stock will be held Thursday, No- 
vember 18, and thereafter the specific 
data concerning the projects to be 
financed -by the proceeds of the stock 
sale will be filed with the commission. 

The management of the Southern 
system has been eminently successful 
and its plans for the future are found 
by the commission reasonably neces- 
sary and appropriate. 


Today a decision by the circuit court 
of appeals was made public that af- 
fects the rights of railroads and taxi- 
cab companies. It is held that a taxi- 
cab company's agreement with a rail- 
road company, giving the former the 
exclusive right to solicit the hauling 
of baggage and passengers on the rail- 
rond company’s trains, and in and 
around its passenger station, with an

The custom among Indians is to give 
their children names in keeping with 
whatever objects the eyes may fall 
upon immediately after birth. Chief 
John’s mother must have observed 
some white calves, hence the nam? 
White Calf. Semetime -later Chief 
John’s father got into a difficulty 
with a drunken white man, and tcok 
from the white man two guns. The 
Indian was told that the guns were 
loaded. The Indian retorter, “White 
man loaded, too.” Chief John’s name 
was increased in length by the addi- 
tion of the. words, “Iwo Guns.” 
Later in his career he was made 
chief of the Blackfeet tribe in the 
national reservation. Now he has 
come into widespread fame by having 
his likeness placed on every buffalo 
nickel that Uncle Sam's mints turn 
out. 

Earlier in this year Chief John 
and a great number of his Blackfeet 
tribesmen went to Lawrence, Kansas, 
to attend the dramatization of Hia- 
watha at the Haskell stadium. The 


| Blackfeet Indians have appeared to 


long for refinement ever since they 
came to be termed Blackfeet on ac- 
count of the black mud on their feet. 
The Blackfeet women, reaching 
Lawrence, Kans., immediately made 
a raid on the drug stores, and cleaned 
them out of perfumery at $27.50 per 
bottle.

For when the whistle shrieks out the 
end of the Alabama-Georgia clash on 
Turkey day. it will also sound ont the 
final call to Captain Barnes. Jimmy 
Johnson, Dave Rosenfeld. Hurschel 
Caldwell, Ben Enis, “Wu Winslett 
and “Cupe” Perry. With one excep- 
tion all are regulars, but even that éx- 
eeption has been a valuable reserve of 
the Fide for three years. 

Perhaps there is some consolation 
in the fact that all are “full-time” 
men. By that is meant that each one 
has played his quota of years allowed 
under southern conference rules, three 
years of varsity football within five 
years. Four of these men are five 
vear men but three are four-year men. 
But it is a staggering loss, one to be 
felt just as keenly as was felt the loss 
last season of Hubert, Gillis, Brown, 
Buckler, Jones. Camp and Hadson. 

One could take those four backs that 
are soon to be listed among the heroes 
of the past and form as formidable a 
backfield as one could ask for under 
normai conditions with every one of 
the four in good shape.

Dalton and Marietta will cet 
their share of the traffic, though prob- 
ably not as much as in the past. 

Asheville. N. C., is scheduled for 
more of the winter traffic than ever 
before, and it is likely that her vis- 
itors will contribute a steady stream 
through Georgia, entering at Blairs- 
ville. Quite a bit of the Asheville 
traffic will enter Georgia through 
Toccoa and Hartwell. Just how much 
depends wu construction programs 
that look favorable at this time. 

Macon will enjoy an increase this 
year due to the rapid clearing e- 
tours that have had her almost locked- 
in for more than a year. 

Columbus will get some traffic from 
Atlanta and Carrollton. which wil) be 
turned to Ameriens, Alhany and othe 
south Georgia towns. The Iatter wil 
also get a good bit of traffic over 
(sorgia route 3, and from Macon and 
Fort Valley.

‘Nearly half of the purchasers of 
Dodge Brothers cars pay cash, accord- 
ing to R. P. Fohey, treasurer of Dodge 
Brothers, Inc., after a statistical 
study of practically 40,000 recent sales 
made by dealers throughout the U. S.

“To get an average of the preval- 
lence of installment buying,” said Mr. 
Fohey, “We took 39,095 sales of new 


cars made by our dealers over a pe- 
riod of several weeks and analyzed 
them. We found that 17,629, or 45.1

per cent of the buyers, laid down the 
full amount when they took delivery 
of their cars and trucks. 

“No exact figures are available for 
the industry as a whole but the com- 
monly accepted estimate is that only 


20 per cent of motor car buyers pay in 
full at time of delivery. For this rea- 
son I-think the result of our analysis 
will surprise a good many people, 
particularly bankers.” 

In not a single district throughout 
the U. 8S. and Canada did the amount 
of cash transactions fall below 23 per 
cent, and in some districts cash salés 
amounted to more than 65 per cent 
of the dealers’ total business. 

Installment buying was found to 
be more prevalent in the New York 
district, with its large urban popu- 
lation, than in the Omaha district 
which ineludes much small town and 
rural territory. ‘The average of cash 
sales reported by Canadian dealers 
was 51 per cent, about 6 per cent 
higher than the figure for the U. S

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Question—I have .a Radiola 20 


which I am now operating fairly well 
with an outside aerial. Some time ago 
{ bought a Radiola directional loop 
antenna, model AG-814, under the 
impression that it would be service- 
able on my set. I cannot get it to work, 
however. Can you advise any. manner 
of hooking it up so that it will work, 
as [I am desirous of doing away with 
the old antenna?—C. S. N. 
Answer—The manufacturer of the 
Radiola 20 does not recommend the 
loop antenna for that circuit. The set 
is designed for use with an outdoor 
antenna. If it is impossible to use an 
outdoor wire, an indoor antenna 
strung around the molding of the room 
can be utilized, but the results oth 
in regard te distance and volume will 
not be as satisfactery as when an 
outdoor wire about 100 feet long, in- 
cluding the lead-in, is used. 
Question—I have assembled a super- 
heterodyne radio set made up of all- 
American parts. The set works rea- 
sonably well but it has this trouble: 
When I get out-of-town stations, un- 
less I keep my hand on the dial, the 


station fades out. I put a copper 
shield, full width, behind the panel, 
well insulated from the parts connect- 
ed to the A battery; still this does not 
work. All the returns of the grids are 
connected to the stationary part of 
the variable condenser. I used this 
set with a coil connected to the an- 


tenna. I have not tried the loop yet 
because 1 have none. Could you help 
me correct the trouble? (2) I have a 
6-volt battery and I use UN190 (S-volt 
lamp). I would like to use this same 
battery to lower the voltage from 6 
to 3 in order to use the full battery. 
Will vou please tell me of any method 
that could help me do this?—L. C. 
Answer—Shield the oscillator thor- 
oughly and the eapacity effect caused 
by the hands will be eliminated. (2) 
Clip the battery into the circuit at 
4 volts. The battery has three cells. 
Use the middle cell and one of the 
others and after the battery has been 
in use for a while use the other end 
cell, thus you will get service from all 
three cells, although the center cell will 
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and every purpose.

The impression of Station 2L0O, 
London, in an effort to humanize 
the radio studio and make artists 
feel as if they were on the ¢on- 
cert stage has introduced a spot- 
light in the room. 

Some temperamental broadcast 
entertainers complained that they 
missed the glare of the lights, so 
the impresario decided to darken 
the studio and then shoot the ruys 
of a spotlight in the direction of 
the microphone to give the the- 
atrical effect. 

Another scheme to inspire confi- 
dence in the artists is to have a 
skeleton audience laugh and ap- 
plaud, which helps the broadcaster 
to feel that he is in personal touch 
with his audience, 

Fewer draperies are now being 
used in the studio because’ the 
cloth-covered walls “deaden” the 
voice and in many instances un- 
nerve the entertainer,

You 
can get a socket adapter on which 
extra connections are provided for the 
additional batteries. 

Question—What wave length is 
2LO, London, using now? (2) What is 
the call of Madrid and what is the 
wave length? (3) What is the call 
aml wave of the Eiffel Tower? (4) Is 
there a station on the air at Ham- 
burg? (5) If so, what is the call and 
wave ?—N, H. 

Answer—Station 2L0 is on 3865 
meters, just a trifle higher on the 
dials than WHN. This station gener- 
ally signs off around 7 p. m., eastern 
standard time, when the Savoy band 
completes the day’s program. (2) 
Madrid’s call is EAJ7. The wave is 
37 meters and the power 6 kilowatts. 
(3) The call of the Eiffel Tower is 
FL, the wave 2,650 meters, and the 
power 10 kilowatts. (4) Yes. (5) Ham- 
burg’s call is H. The wave is 392.5 
meters and the power 10 kilowatts.

The Dill bill, which passed the sen- 
ate, and the White biil, which was ap- 
proved by the house, make no pro- 
vision for restricting the number of 
stations that can broadcast. In fact, 
in their present form every applicant 
would be entitled to a license to go on 
the air. . 

It is pointed out in Radio Retailing 
that established and familiar broad- 
east stations like KDKA, WEAF, 
WLW, WCCO and KFI will have no 
more standing in applying for licenses 
or time on the air than the newest 
and tawdriest’ publicity-seeking sia- 
tions. For shortly, some 1,000 stations 
will have to “split time” on the &8Y 
available wave lengths without any 
legislative basis on which selection 1s 
to be made, and with no protection 
whatever to the millions of dollars 
broadcasters have already invested. 

No legal right is defined or suggest- 
ed to guide either the secretary of 
commerce or an advisory radio com- 
mission in making selection of broad- 
casting stations in the interest of ihe 
listening public. As every radio man 
knows, there are only 89 possible 
channels in the broadcasting bands, 
but it is likely that many applicauts 
will be demanding assignments this 
winter. Hence either some applicants 
must be refused or the time of stations 
really rendering a public service in 
superior programs must be reduced to 
about five minutes for each present 
hour of operation, and the public’s en- 
joyment thus seriously interfered with. 

Priority Basis Suggested. 

Attention is called to the fact that 
radio legislation that provides no re- 
striction as to the number of stations 
on the air will merely legalize a cha- 
otic condition in broadcasting. 

It has been suggested by several who 
have studied the situation thoroughly 
that this dilemma can only be solved 
by having the law recognize the pri- 
ority of stations which have been cred- 
itably serving the public prior to July 
@ 1926, or possibly January 1, 1927, 
so that all of those actually on the 
air at that time will not have made 
their expenditure in vain. In such a 
case it will be necessary for the ruling 
hand in radio, whether it be Secretary 
Hoover or a commission, to force many

There has been much speculation 
as to the exact conditions, but these 


the past three and a half months no

Arthur Batcheller, supervisor of ra- 
dio in the New York area, reported 
than 11 new stations have gone on 
the air in the metropolitan district 
since July 1, eight have changed wave 
lengths and 10 are preparing to in- 
crease their power outputs. 

Boston reports five new transmit- 
ters and nine wave lengths changed. 


The New Orleans district has 10 new 
stations and four wave changes. San 
Francisco has two new stations and 
12 wave shifts. Seattle has seven 
new stations and the same number of 
wave changes. Detroit reports six 
new transmitters, three wave changes 


and 190 changes in power outputs. 
Chicago reports 22 new broadcasters 
in that section, 24 stations have al- 
tered their power outputs, 18 have 
shifted wave lengths, 20 new trans- 


mitters are under construction and 

5 stations are preparing to increase 
the power -outputs. 

There are three times teo many 
broadeasters. according to government 
officials. There are now 595 stations 
on the air. which with the 40 under 
construction, will bring the grand total 
up to 635. * 

It is argued that with stations of 
from 500 to 1,000 watts power, if they 
are on the same wave length, they 
should be no nearer to each other than 
the Atlatiec and the Pacific coasts.

how overcrowded the air may he with 
700 br more stations and what is 
likely to happen to mix things up if 
congress does not speedily authorize 
some one to exercise the necessary 
function of adeqnately policing the air.

protect the person of Governor Alvin 
T. Fuller, of Massachusetts, who land- 
ed from the liner, France, today. 

Gorernor Fuller is expected to re- 
main in France until after the execu- 
tion of Nicolai Sacco and Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti, whose trial and conviction 
aroused "the strongest resentment in 
communist centers in France and other 
countries. Repeatedly the embassy 
here has received written anonymous 
protests as well as numerous petitions 
demanding intervention to save the 
convicted men. 

Only recently a delegation compris- 
ing Leon Blum, the socialist leader, as 
well as numerous communists visited 
the embassy to piace a protest. 

Should the governor’s presence in 


France become generally known there 


is understood to be fear of possiple 
attack for his failure to exert official 
clemency.

In New Forms Now Available} 


Secretary of State Sees 
Big Saving in Money 
and Time in New Forms 
for This State. 


Revolutionary chatiges in methods 
used in issuing automobile licenses 
will be made in the motor vehicle de- 
partment of the office of Secretary 
of State S. G. McLendon, the secre- 
tary announced Saturday, and these 
changes will remedy ‘serious defects 
which have existed in the system used 
heretofore. 

Under the new system it will be 


possible for the purehaser of auto- 
mobile licenses for 1927 to obtain his 
certificate of registration and all oth- 
er documents he needs under the new 
Georgia laws immediately’ after he 
pays for his tag. 

Both the mail order department and 

the sales department at the capitol 
will use the new forms which are vir- 
tually the same as are used in New 
York state. Forms are in quadrupli- 
cate, one certificate goes to the pur- 
chaser immediately with his new li- 
cense tag; 2 second contains motor 
and engine number and information, a 
third form contains information as to 
the model of the car and a fourth reg- 
isters the car in serial numbers. The 
form is shown elsewhere on this page. 
page. 
In explaining the new system and 
how to use the forms Secretary Me- 
Lendon made public copies of the 
new blanks and issued a statement 
containing information which all auto- 
mobile and truck owners of Georgia 
must have before they register their 
cars. His-statement explains in de- 
tail the new plan.and the new law. 
Accompanying this article is a copy 
of the four blank forms. 


New Forms Explained. 


To comply witl the law it was nec- 
essary at considerable expense to 
change the envelope containing the 
license tags, to change to forms used 
in the office, and it was necessary to 
deliver many thousands of certificates 
separately by mail, not with the tags. 
This caused: serious delay in delivery 
of certificates after the delivery of the

tags, and caused many certificates to 
be lost or never received. 

To avert these annoyances in 1927 
and make possible the immediate de- 
livery of license plate and certificate 
together, an employee of the motor ve- 
hicle department: visited the motor ve- 
hicle departments of Washington, 
Philadelphia, Atlantic City, N. J., 
New York city and Monteral, Canada, 
and closely studied the methods in 
those offices, 

After consideration the secretary 
of state has ordered the Georgia forms 
for motor vehicle registration to be 
modeled after those of New York. The 


New York forms are issued in quad- 
ruplicate, each of the four being filled 
out by the applicant for registration. 
Only one of these forms has to 
signed by the owner and witnessed by 
justice of peace or notary; but the 
three remaining short forms are to be 
filled out by applicant and all four 
delivered or mailed to the secretary of 
state, together with money order or 
eashier’s check for proper fee. Do not 
tear the forms apart! Fold along per- 
forated lines and send all four togeth- 
er. Applicants in person will im- 
mediately receive the certificate of 
registration and his license,fag to- 
gether. The orders by mail will be 
filled at once, the certificate being 
used as a mailing address for the tag, 
the secretary explained. 
' Big Saving Seen. 

The adoption of the New York style 
of forms is expected to save the 
state of Georgia several thousands 
of dollars, and will expedite the de- 
liveries during the heavy rush period. 

New forms for 1927 may be ob- 
tained from any sheriff or auto dealer 
in Georgia about December 15, 1926 


cooperate with the secretary of state 
by filling out the four forms, each 
one carefully and legibly: If this is 
done much delay and many errors will 
be avoided. 

Applicants for registration who 
come to the state capitol will be given 
both certificate and license tag at the 
same time. Applicants who apply by 
mail will receive license tag and cer- 
tificate in the same package, the cer- 
tificate being in a small pocket on the 
front of the large envelope which con- 
tains the license plate. This certifi- 
cate should be removed and carefully 
kept.

For Big Symphony Concerts 
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For Flower Show 
To Open on Friday

The Atlanta Symphony orchestra, 
with Enrico Leide, conda 


fourth season. There are seated on 
the stage 70 men schooled in orches- 
tra routine—in the vast audience, two 
sections, “listener” and “onlooker.” 
Upon these two units, the orchestra 
and the audience, rests the unlimited 
success of the series of con- 
certs. The first unit, the orchestra, 
building toward this success has been 
in rehearsal for a number of weeks. 
The part assigned to the second unit, 
the audience, is vastly important and 
needs fine-point rehearsing along with 
the orchestra. These “rehearsals” will 
be conducted weekly through the me- 
dium of articles known as “audience 
rehearsals.” 

The “onlooker” is directed first to 
the seating of the orchestra. There 
is in the front center of the stage 
the conductor; to his left the 12 first 
violins and 12 second violins in four 
rows: to his right, the five cellos in 
the first row; the six violas in the 
second row; down the center stage 
facing the conductor is the wood-wind 
section in this order—first and second 
flutes and piccolo, first and second 
oboes, first and second and bass clari- 
nets, first and second bassoons; to the 
right center is the brass section, first, 
second, third and fourth... French 
thorns; first, second and third trum- 
pets ; 
bones and tuba; in the-center back is 
the percussion, two tympani, snare 
drum, bass drum, triangle, tambourine 
and cymbals; fortifying the extreme 
left are the seven basses and to the 
extreme right the herp. 

Musical Forum. 

_ The “rehearsal” is now directed to 
the “listener.” We will dwell on the 
musical form of the composition. 
There exists in the brain of the com- 
poser the abstract musical thought ir- 
respective of any instruments—shall it 
take the form of the dance, song, suite, 
symphonic poem or symphony. We 
find on Leide’s first program Rossini’s 
and Wagzner’s thoughts taking the form 
of the overture; Rimsky-Korsakow’s 
that of the symphonic suite, and Grain- 
ger’s the dance. There is expressed 
by Saint-Saens the glorified song and 
air (aria) from an opera, and by Schu- 
bert, Roland Farley and Delibes the 
song. The “overture” either has a 
complete bearing, as an introductory 
part to an oratorio or opera or fa 
an independent piece for full band or 
orchestra. On today’s program Kos- 
sini’s overture is an introductory piece 
—Wagner’s is not only an introdu-- 
tion but is a resume of the opera. 
The “suite” is a series of pieces, a 
sort of small symphony, generally four 
movements. The three movements in 
the “Scheherazade” when translated, 
literally means the composition begins 
in a slow, solemn, majestic and dig- 
nified manner, going along slowly but 
flowing easily and gracefully and ends 
in a lively, rapid, vivacious vein. The 
two dances are traditional recrea- 
tional tunes. The aria and songs are 
obvious, giving their meaning through 
the lyrics. 

The two anits, the orchestra and 
the audience, sit in silence: Leide 
steps to his desk. his baton high in 
the air, the signal for the first note. 
As the tones glide out into the great 
theater “onlooker” and “listener” hear 
this “story”:

‘Giacchino ‘Antonia’ Rossini (1792- 
-1868). “L’Italiana in Algieri” is an 
‘opera buffa, the premiere perform- 
ance given in Venice in 1813. The over- 
ture opens in a mysterious vein with 
the strings playing pizzicato, dephkt- 
ing the approach of the Italians to 
the Algerian shore. There is a thread 
of genuine comedy to be noted ear- 
ried by the oboe and a charming old- 
fashioned melody carried by the 


strings. The close is essayed by full 
orchestra, powerfully speaking to the 
hearts of the countrymen. 

Symphonic suite, “Scheherazade,” 
by Nicolas Rimsky-Korsakow (1844- 
1908) (largo e maestoso, andantino, 
allegro). The title in full is “Sym- 
‘phonic Suite, ‘Scheherazade’ after ‘A 
Thousand Nights and a Night.’” The 
program of the suite is: I, “The Sea 
and the Vessel of Sindad;” Il. “The 
Tale of the Prince Kalendar” (omitted 
at this concert); III, “The Young 
Prince and the Young Princess;” IV, 
“Festival at Bagdad.” (The sea. The 
vessel is wrecked on a rock on which 
is mounted a warrior of brass.) Con- 
clusion. The Sultan Schahriar, con- 
vineed of the infidelity of women, had 
sworn to put te, death each of his 
wives after the first night. But the 
Sultana Scheherazade saved her life by 
entertaining him with stories which 
she told him during a thousand and 
one nights. Overcome by curiosity, the 
sultan put off from’ day to day the 
death of his wife and at last entirely 
renounced his bloody vow. 

Great Aria. 

Aria, “Mon coeur s’Ouvre a ta 
yoix,” from “Samson et Dalila,” by 
Camille Saint-Saens (1835-1921). This 
great aria occurs in the second act. 
The scene shows the valley of Sorek 
aod Dalila’s dwelling. It is a dark 
and stormy night—thither comes Sam- 
son beguiled by the charms of the 
beautiful Dalila. She greets him ten- 
derly and when he bitterly reproaches 
himself for his weakness she sings 
this wonderfully beautiful song of love 
— passion, “My Heart at Thy Sweet 

oice,” 

“Country Gardens and Shepherd’s 
Hey,” by Percy @ratager (1882). The 
first is the title of the traditional tune 
which is called a handkerchief dance. 
It is a bright, merry, lively piece, 
starting with a rather leisurely swing 
typical of the old Morris dance and 
working up to a violent climax at the 
end. The second, Mr. Grainger’s own 
words, are given in description of this 
lovely air, “This is a genuine tradi- 
tional tune and ean still be heard on 
the fiddle or ‘pipe and taber’ (a sort 
of fife and drum) as an accompani- 
ment to the sturdy, vigorous dancing 
of teams of ‘Morris men,’ decked out 
with jingling bells and other finery, 
fa certain out of the way agricultural 
parts of England.” 

The group of songs relate their own 
story: (a) "Liebesbotsehaft,” Schu- 
bert: (b) “The Night Wind,” Roland 
Farley: (ec) “Les Files de Cadix,” 
Delibes. 

Overture to “The Flying Dutch- 
man.” by Richard Wagner (1813- 
1883). The overtuse, a miniature 
drama, is a complete resume of the 
opera summarizing the leading mo- 
tives. No composer ever succeeded 
in portraying a Yaging storm with 
such vivid effect. We are with Wag- 
ner on the vessel which was twice 
tossed by violent storms; the salt 
spray flies into our faces and the 
shrill whistle of the piceolo is heard 
in the masts.

Thaddeus Koscuiszko 


This year marks the 150th anniver- 
sary of the birth of our great nation. 
When we speak of its greatness, when 
we recollect the hardships and sacri- 
fices of the fathers of our cdéuntry, we 
must not forget those noble spirits 
from beyond the seas, who heeding the 
call of freedom, offered their services 
in the cause -ef American independ 
ence, 

One of the, foremost of these was 
the gallant Pole, Thaddeus Koscius- 
zko. Of all the foreign soldiers of 
distinction he was the first to cross 
the Atlantic and among the last to 
lenve the country. Lafayette ana 
Pulaski came in 1777, others came 
even later.. Kosciuszko was on Amer- 
ican soil within six weeks after the 
declaration of independ@nce and on 
October 18, 1776, was given by con- 
gress the rank of colonel of engineers. 

It was this lilant Polish patriot 
who showed Gen@ral Gates how to in- 
trench himself upon Bemis’ Heights, 
“The hills and woods were the great- 
est strategists this young enginter 
knew how to select with skill for 
my camp,” said General Gates, after 
the victory at Sarasota. The fortifi- 


eation of the heights of West Point! 
which | 


was Kosciuszko’s next task, 
proved to be the most important un- 
dertaking in America. To maintain 
West Point meant to command - th? 
Hudson, and the Hudson river wags 
“indispensably essential. to preserve 
the communication between the east- 
ern, middle and southern states,” as 
Washington himself pointed out. 

n 1780 Kosciuszko was appointed 
chief engineer of the arm; of the 
south, under command :-of General 
Nathaniel Greene. aud remained there 
until the end of the war. 

To commemorate his services in the 
cause of American nrpentonce there 
has recently been established by a 
group of Americans, headed by Pres- 
ident MacCracken of Vassar, a Kos- 
ciuszko foundation to serve as a living 
memorial to this “hero of two conti- 
nents.” The purpose of the founda- 
tion being to grant scholarships to 
Polish students desiring to study in 
America, and vice versa, and to pro- 
mote intellectual and cultural rela- 
tions between the fatherland of Kos- 
ciuszko and that. of Washington.

1 by the planting of Thirteen- 
Original-Colony-Trees in Independence 
square in Philadelphia,” stated Mrs. 
Samuel J. Kramer, in her report as 
state regent, New York D. 

Mrs. ramer was addressing 15, 000 
“Daughters,” represented at the New 
York state D. A. R. conference, held 
recently in Elmira, N. Y¥. “The cere- 
mony,” she added, “was. witnessed by 
thousands of American Legionnaires, 


Indepenrence, Sons and Daughters of 
the Revoiution and civil war periods, 
self-chosen Americans from every clime 
and the native borg from every state 
in the union. Chiefly represented were 
the thirteen original states, for which 
‘th> trees were named. Governors of 
these states or their representatives, 
planted the trees and regents of 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion placed the state name plates, 
given by Cofhgressman Martin L. Davey 
of Ohio. Crack regiments stood at at- 
tention and the high-polished instru- 
ments of several military bands tingled 
with patriotic reverbation from Inde- 
pendence hall nearby. 

“Tt was a never-to-be-forgotten scene 
—redolent of a storied past, encourag- 
ing present and promising future for 
our beloved country,” she added. 

Mrs. Kramer ther presented Mrs. 
H. H. Smith, of Fredericksburg, Va., 
whose mother was a Georgian, as “the 
little woman of large vision whose 
patriotic enthusiasm lay at the foun- 
dation of the whole Independence 
square rehabilitation movement.” 

Mrs. Smith, executive secretary of 
the Association for the Restorstion uf 
Kenmore—the home of Colonel Field- 
ing Lewis and his wife, Betty Wash- 
ington, gave a brief history of the 
place, including the fact that Gen- 
eral Washington planted the first 
Thirteen-Original- Colony-Trees there 
to commemorate the heroic deeds of 
his friends and confreres in the revol.1- 
tion. 

How she saved the life of the last 
of these George Washington trees 
through the cooperation of Congress- 
man Martin L. Davey of Ohio, was an 
interestisng incident, from which 
sprouted the Independence square pro- 
ject. 

Mrs, Alfred J. Brosseau, president 
general of the national society, Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, will 
accept for her “Daughters” the per- 
petual care of the Thirteen- Original- 
Colony-Trees in cooperation with the 
National Association of Gardeners “so 
long as there is one daughter and one 
of the trees left.” 

This pledge recalls the fact that 
members of the N. S. D. R. are 
committed to the task of planting a 
tree for every daughter in every state 
in the union. Maryland. under the 
leadership of Mrs. Daniel M. Garrison, 
state regent, and Mrs. James H. Dor- 
sey, state chairman of conservation 
and thrift. was the first state to ful- 
fill this pledge. Others are following 
Maryland’s examplé, however, and 
indications are that many states would 
be 100 per cent along the line of 
tree planting but for the rapid growth 
of the membership of the society in 
some sections of the country. Last 
year there were over 15, new 
“Daughters” enrolled. and Mrs. Eli 
Helmick, the newly elected registrar, 
whose first official report was made 
at the regular fall meeting of the na- 
tional executive board regently, stated 
that even this large number was 
greatly excelled.

Report of the Helen Plane_Educa- 
rt Loan Fund, Geergia Division, 


Madam President and Daughters: 

Twelve years ago, September, 1924, 
two Georgia girls received the first 
ang from the Helen Plane Educatival 
und. 

Since then it has aided 38 girls to 
secure an education. 

The first four years, you know, we 
helped with gifts assisting five girls 
with the first thousand dollars. 

Then we changed it into a loan fund, 
and I am glad to tell you we have at 
last reached the $5,000 mark and gone 
a little over the top. . 

Altogether we have loaned $6.490, 
$1,300 nfore than the entire fund, 
showing how the money is beginning 
to be used the second and third time 

Again your chairman sold Georgia 
pin flags and urged the chapters to 
observe Georgia day as “Flag day” for 
this cause. Many did, sending in lib- 
eral contributions; others contributed 
in other ways, but only 63 out of 120 
chanters had any part in the work, 

The fund is far short of what it 
should be to meet the demand fur 
loans, and the lofins of $125 per year 
to each girl is very inadequate. We 
should let each girl have at least $200 
a year, for that will barely pay her 
actual expenses. 

Two girls applied for loans this 
vear and could not use them because 
they were not able to secure enough 
money elsewhere to@ finish out their 
expenses. 

The most difficult part of my work 
is to decide which of the applicants 
we can help and which ones must 
turned away. :

‘Orthodoxy and Orthoproxy.

KING )8=6©.aS) «important as 
right opinion. The 


rebuke which Tolstoi gives the church’ 


for the lopsidedness of her emphasis 
is altogether justifiable. 

We doubiless disagree with Tolstoi 
in his interpretation of the doctrine 
of non-resistance with all of its appli- 
cations and implications, but we have 
no right to disagree with the main 
proposition that the teachings of 
Jesus are intended for application to 
all of our multiplied relationships in 
this world. 

Tolstoi has been generally regard- 
ed as a brilliant but visionary idealist. 
But in so far as some of his main 
contentions are concerned, he holds 
to the sane practicable idea that the 
principles of Jesus Christ are for 
practice in this present world. 


Tolstoi says in his volume, ‘My 
Confession—My Religion:” ‘‘I tried fo 
imagine the result, if instead of the 
national hatred with which we are 
inspired under the name of ‘love 
for the fatherland,’ if in place of those 
laudations of murder which we call 
war, which from earliest childhood 
has been held up to us as the most 
brilliant achievement of men, we were 
taught on the Contrary horror and 
contempt for all the means—military, 
diplomatic and political—which serve 
to divide men.” | 

Tolstoi gives this description of 
those who deny -the practicability of 
the teachings of .Jesus: “I heard 
everywhere with regard to the impos- 
sibility of practising Christ’s teach- 
ings. It is admissible and would give 
true happiness to men, but men can- 
not obey it. 

“The objection that Christ’s teach- 
ing is excellent but impracticable 
comes not only from believers, but 
from skeptics, from those who do not 
beliéve in’ the dogmas of the fall of 


man and the redemption.* The objec- » 


tion fo Christ’s teaching that it is im- 
practicable is raised by men of sci- 
énce and philosophers, and in gen- 
eral by men who consider themselves 
free from all prejudice.” 

This is an example of a situation 


"in which extremes meet: those who 


deny and those who affirm the ex- 
istence of the supernatural agree as 
to the impracticability of Christ’s 
words. 

It is impossible to escape the keen 
edge of Tolstoi’s criticism of the 
church. ‘The church, though it 
recognizes Christ’s teaching in theory, 
directly denies it in practice.” 


“Instead of guiding the world in its 


life, the church, through affection for 


the. world, has expounded Christ’s 
metaphysical doctrine so that no ob- 
ligation as to the conduct of life might 
be derived from it, so that it did not 
prevent men from living differently 
from the way in which they have been 


living. The church has surrendered 


to the. world, and having surrendered, 
simply follows it. The world does as 
it pleases, and leaves to the church 
the task of justifying its actions with 
explanations as to the meaning of life.

The 
realm of sorrow casts its shadow to discomfit the march of genius. 
Chapter after chapter of the interesting biography tells of the desultory 
Struggle and the moments of despondency. 


Murillo, who takes his place alongside of Velasquez as the great- 
est of Spanish painters, was no exception to the rule.

He’ gives a description of how his 
faith was shattered in the church: “1 
felt that something was wrong; but. 
I could not discover what was wrong. 
I could not discover, because the doc- 
trines of the church did not deny what 
seemed to me essential in ihe doc- 
trine of Christ; it fully recognized it, 
yet recognizing it in such a way that 
what was chief in the teaching of 
Christ was not given first place. I 
could not blame the church because 
She denied the essence of the doc- 


‘trine of Jesus, but because she recog- 


nized it in a way which did not sat- 
isfy me. The church did not give me 
what I expected from her. Moreover 
it always-seemed to me astonishing 
that, as far as I knew, the gospels, 
the passages on which the church 
based its affirmations of its doctrines 
were those that were most obscure 
while the passages from which come 
fulfilment of its teachings were the 
most clear and precise. AnJ yet the 
dogmas and the obligations depending 
on them were definitely formulated by 
the church, while the recommenda- 
tions to obey the moral law were put 
in the most vague, obscure and mys- 
tical terms. Was this the intention of 
Jesus in teaching His doctrines? Man- 
kind today faces the grenadier’s prob- 
leni: the gospel or military regula- 
tions, divine law or human law. 
“We have arranged our entire social 
fabric on the very principles that 
Jesus repudiated. We do not wish to 
understand His doctrine in its simple 
and direct acceptance and yet we as- 
Sure ourselves and others, either that 
we follow His doctrine or else that 
His doctrine is not expedient for us. 
So-called believers believe that Christ- 
God, the second person of the trinity, 
descended upon earth to teach men 
by His example how to live; they go 
through the most elaborate’ cere- 
monies for the consummation of the 
sacraments, the building of churches, 
the sending out of missionaries, the 
establishment of | priesthood. for 
parochial administration, for the per- 
formance. of- rituals, but they forgét 
one little detail—to do what He said. 
““Unbelievers endeavor in every pos- 
sible way to organize their existence 
independent of Christ’s law, having 
decided that the law is not: expedient 
for them. | 5 
“But to endeavor to put His teach- 
ings in practice, this no one wishes to 
do; and moreover, without any at- 
tempt to put them in practice, both 
believers and unbelievers have de- 
cided in advance that it is impossible.” , 
We are hardly half-Christianized;

Egypt to northern Europe. 

Because the Egyptians, liv- 

ing under the most favorable 

conditions, surpassed — their 

contemporaries in almost every form 

of art, we have got into th ehabit of 


attributing to them almost super-hu- 


man power and ability. But this is not 
quite fair to our own ancestors. 

It is@true they progressed much 
more slowly, but this was not entirely 
their own fault. They labored under 
certain great natural disadvantages. 
For one thing, the climate of the terri- 
tory which they inhabited was quite 
abominable. While the Egyptians 
were sure of one or two crops every 
year, the people of Europe had to de- 
pend for their livelihood upon fishing 
and hunting and this took so much of 
their time that there was little leisure 
left for the more refined side of exist- 
ence. 

Nevertheless they were definitely 
on their way along the road of progress 
and the monuments which they erected 
prove that they had reached a fairly 
high degree of architectural cleverness. 


And nowhere can we study their 


ability better than on the undulating 
plain of Salisbury and amidst the ruins 
of the monument which the old Saxons 
called the “hanging stones” or ‘“‘Stone- 
henge.”’ 

It consists of a circle of gigantic 
stones, the largest of which is 22 1-2 
feet high and 3 1-2 feet thick. Even 
with modern machinery it would not 
be easy to get these stones erect. How 
a primitive people who probably did 
not know the use of pulleys managed 
toeperform the trick is a great deal of 
a riddle. 


As tor the original meaning of these 


large circles of.stones (there are two 
circles surrounding what is. sometimes 
called the “altar stone’) we can only 
guess. 

A solemn road leading up the cen- 
ter has made some people believe that 
here we have to do with a very ancient 
temple. But later investigations show 
that Stonehenge was merely a gigantic 
variety upon the well-known subject of 


the ‘‘menhirs’”’ or ‘‘dolmen.”’ It was a ° 


sepulchre—a strange burial place which 
had grown out of the normal propor- 
tion very much after the fashion of the 
Egyptian pyramid.
